are removable so th at lf cleaning

necessary,

tangular compartm ent, seven feet 
long, three feet wide and four feet 
deep.

duced. 
Researches by Dr. W alter Free­ 
man and Miss Alice Evans, of ths 
hospital staff, led to the discover­ 
ies. it was announced, and the ser­ 
um and vaccine have been utilised 
with sue ess in three cases. 
Th# 
epidemic 
encephalitis, 
a 
form of sleeping sickness, accord­ 
ing to 
the 
hospital 
authorities, 
with a fatality percentage of about 
30, heretofore has been classed aa 
practically Incurable. 
It has been 
prevalent In Europe and the U nit­ 
ed States and has #wtp» over wide 
areas in an epidemic form. Of the 
70 per cent who recover, the phy­ 
sicians said, few escape the dire 
after-effects of the disease which 
cause pronounced Impediments In 
speech or gesture or partial crip- 
pllng of limbs. 
Both the serum and vaccine are 
based on the Isolation of the dis­ 
ease germ, a form of th* strepto­ 
coccus. 
The remedies, however, 
are of no value, Dr. Freem an said, 
after the after-effecta of the dis­ 
ease have set in.

Anchor Recalls 
Famous Wrecks 
Of Early Days 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. lb —Old 
sailor men frequently are seen ga­ 
thered these days In speculative 
groups around a corroded piece of 
Iron, a mute reminder of old ship­ 
ping days, sitting among ths shall 
fish stalls a t Fisherm an’s wharf. 
It Is a brine-eaten anchor of a 
past stamp, recalling *48 days, voy- j 
ages of uncertain destiny around 
the Horn. From Its dimmed m ark - 1 
togs Its age is judged a t more than 
half a century. 
Two trawler boats, dragging the 
ocean bottom 85 
miles 
off Half 
Moon bay. around ths lower side of 
Golden Gate. picked the anchor out 
of the depths In which It had lain 
countless years. 
From Eloyd’a formula*, David W. 
Dickie, marine aurveyor, computed 
th# length, breadth and depth of 
the ship to which the anchor be­ 
longed. 
He estim ated that it was 
more than 825 feet long, of 88-foot 
beam, and 32-foot drau g h t 
The measurements fit those of 
the Rio d# Janeiro, lost years ago 
with 125 lives and $2,00,000 in gold. 
To sailors this memento of per­ 
haps a sea disaster sim ilar to that 
of th# Rio recalled stories of other 
luckless ships—the burned clipper 
Glory of 
the 
Bens, 
the 
famed 
steam ers City of New York and 
City of Sydney. 
Capt. Thomas P. H. Whitelaw, 
who salvaged the City of New York 
off Point Bonita, found the anchor 
to be of English make. 
Corrosion, which In places was 
two Inches deep. Indicated the an­ 
chor had been submerged 80 years. 
more or less. 
Its stock, or cross­ 
arm, which on a modem anchor Is 
bent a t right angle on one end, Is 
straight. 
Its 
weight 
originally 
was 400 pounds.

higher as methods are perfected." 
As to Mining for OII 
Asked about the various plans 
and experim ents for literally min­ 
ing oil, Mr. HUI said that in Lor­ 
raine they have dug shafts down 
to 
the

actually 
brought the sands out, like coal 
from a mine. W ashing the oil from 
the 
sands 
assures 
substantially 
complete recovery. But It is so ex­ 
pensive that we can hardly Imag­ 
ine it as practical In this country. 
“A nother mining process," the 
engineer continued, “is to sink a 
shaft to the oil sands, and from Its 
bottom drive tunnels In all direc­ 
tions through the sands. From these 
tunnels small perforated pipes are 
driven Into the sands, which drain 
the oU out of the sands. It flows to 
larger pipes back at the foot of 
the shaft, and thence is pumped 
o u t 
This requires installing an 
expensive plant, but In some fields 
the high recovery that is assured 
m ight Justify th* co st 
A fter th* 
shaft, tunnels and pipes are in­ 
stalled, it merely requires time for 
the oil to be drawn In, as a sponge 
draw s w ater.

"On July l l last a gas well In 
the Chickasha, Okla., field caught 
fire. 
It was producing about 20,- 
000,000 feet of gas dally, which 
m eant the fire was a fearful dis­ 
aster. The Bartlesville Station re­ 
ceived the report 
by 
telephone, 
and it was Immediately recognized 
th at a ’shooting Job* was required. 
Hugh M. Kent, one of the engi­ 
neer drillers at the Station, bopped 
into an 
aeroplane 
with 
Aviator 
Billy Parker, and flew to Tulsa. 
W hile they were In the air. the 
Station called up Ford Alexander 
at Tulsa, a skilled well shooter. 
Alexander met the aeroplane at 
the Tulsa flying field, and climbed 
in. 
“Three hours from Bartlesville, 
they landed at the Bite of the burn­ 
ing gasser, having done two hun­ 
dred and fifty mile*. 
They Imme­ 
diately put on asbestos suits and 
prepared for business. 
A movable 
shield of galvanized Iron backed 
with earth, was pushed up as near 
as possible to the burning well, 
and fifty pounds of nitroglycerin* 
planted, connected with an elec­ 
tric battery to detonate i t 
You 
can im agine the nerve of those 
boys, carrying that nitro right up 
under the guns of that pillar of 
flame. 
But they did IL got away 
to a safe distance, exploded the 
charge, and ‘blew out the gas* aa 
literally as you would blow out a 
J e t 
No heroics! Ju st a bit of the 
day’s work; but it was typical of 
the kind of adventure, of the new 
sort of demand on nerve and cour­ 
age, that comes with the introduc­ 
tion of science and invention into 
modern Industry." 
T hat bit of graphic description 
was only a sam ple of what one 
hears alm ost at every turn in the 
oil country. Th* men who do that 
sort of thing are not afflicted with 
any notion of being heroes. 
They 
don’t tell much about their expe­ 
riences. 
But they have them all 
the time, and Is an infinite va­ 
riety.

Som etim es St. V itus danes or chorea follows rh eu ­ 
m atic fever and resu lts in the nervous tw itching# 
and disturbances th a t give such g reat concerns to 
parents. 
It has been noticed th a t disturbances of the heart 
are not infrequently associated w ith chorea. 
Spe­ 
cialists who have studied diseases of the h e art be­ 
lieve th a t from 80 to 95 per cent of h eart trouble 
in children and young adults is secondary to rh e u ­ 
m atic fever. 
The rheum atic disease w as overlooked probably 
because its 
m anifestations 
w ere 
not 
sufficiently 
serious. 
This type of heart disease is preventable lf 
prom pt atten tio n is given to rheum atic fever. 
The child or young adult who has an acQte sore 
throat m ust be treated prom ptly by good m edical 
attention, tonsils and adenoids m ust be removed
